Osteopaths Can Blind Rabbits 
By Producing Lesion; Woman 
Tells of Research Work Here 


Dr. Louise Burns Lectures 


Tomorrow at A. of C. 


Building 


Dr. Louise Burns head of the A. 


T. Still Research Institute at Los 
Angeles, Calif., who is making a 
lecture tour under the auspices of 
the American Osteopathic 
society 


will arrive here tomorrow 
after- 


noon. After being entertaine_d 
at 


a dinner by the Madison District 
Osteopathic 
association she 
will 


give a free lecture open to the pub- 
lic in the auditorium of the Associ- 
ation of Commerce building at 8 p. 
m. 


The fundamentals underlined the 


scientific practice of osteopathy are 
as much in need of studying us 
those which relate to any form of 
medical practice, and with this in 
view the osieopathic profession has 
established its own research insti- 
tution -where experiments upon an- 
imals are being porfomed. 


"We use three or four hundred 


rabbits, monkeys, guinea pigs and 
similar animals each year," she said 
m an interview. "We produce cer- 
tain lesions, study their effects and 
then either reduce or correct the le- 
sion originally produced, or kill the 
animal, as seems best for experi- 
ment purposes. We arc careful to 
cause the animal no pain. 


"We were able to render one rab- 


bit blind by a lesion similar to the 
one which caused blindness in the 
case of Tom Skeyhill, of World. War 
fame, whose sight was restored by 
osteopr.thic treatment. We caused 
one rabbit to develop dementia pre- 
cox and held it under observation 


Dr. Louise Burns 


for three years. It lost all interest 
in life, ate very little, grew dirty 
and unkempt and was generally 
worthless. We are now making an 
adjustment required and the rab- 
bit is beginning to recover. As a 
result of our work to have been 
able to discover causes of several 
ailments now marked 'cause un- 
known' in standard medical works. 
Among them tre certain forms lo- 
calized dropsy and paralysis." 


Dr. Burns is an ardent 
worker 


along the lines of scientific experi- 
mentation with the view of ascer- 
taining the cause of disease and its 
removal. It affords-us a rare op- 
portunity to hear what she has to 
say.
